An- 
other supplement contains detj^ed monthly data cov- 
ering electric utility coal consumption, stocks, and re- 
ceipts (quantity and price).

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended December 23, 
1989, as estimated by the Energy Information Admin- 
istration, totaled 16 million short tons, a 19 percent 
decrease in production from both the previous week 
and the comparable week in 1988. Production East of 
the Misassippi River totaled 9 million short tons, and 
production West of the Mississippi River totaled 6 mil- 
lion short tons. 

US. coal exports for October 1989 totaled 9 million 
short tons, approximately the same as in October 1988. 
For the first 10 months of 1989, coal exports totaled 


83 million short tons, 7 percent higher than exports 
during the comparable period in 1988. Metallurgical 
coal exports were up by 4 million short tons (7 percent) 
and steam coal exports by 2 million short tons (7 per- 
cent). The higher export levels of both coals were 
largely due to increased shipments to European coun- 
tries. 

Coal imports during the first 10 months of 1989 totaled 
2 million short tons, 28 percent higher than imports 
during the first 10 months of 1988, Most of the addi- 
tional coal was imported from Canada.
